Measured against Euro- 
pean standards the average 
Canadian gym usually is lit- 
tle more than a basketball 
court. Inadequately equipped 
as to variety and quantity of 
heavy appartus its prime 
purpose is to provide prac- 
tice facilities and playing 
space for a single activity — 
basketball. This it does, and 
does well. But the real con- 
cept of physical education in 
relation to activities in a 
gymnasium was lost many 
years ago. 

The European gym, on 
the other hand, is designed 
to provide a wide and va- 
ried programme of appa- 
ratus activities — including 
some basketball — for the 
express purpose of physical 
education and development 
in its broaders sense. Not 
only can one find all sorts 
and types of apparatus, but 
frequently a quantity of cer- 
tain items of equipment, 
thus permitting greater par- 
ticipation on a single acti- 
vity. 

Few, if any, of the Cana- 
dian teaching colleges, and 
Macdonald College is no ex- 
ception, have anything like 
the equipment they should 
have, although they usually 
have more than sufficient 
space. But the architectural 
practice, long condoned by 
education authority, of 
building a gym as a basket- 
ball court rather than as a 
medium for physical train- 
ing has of itself restricted 
the dissemination of know- 
ledge and the acquisition of 
practical experience. The 
net result, over the years, 
has been that many of our 
physical education teachers 
not only have a very limited 
knowledge of what can and 
should go into a new gym 
but virtually no experience 
of the proper usage of such 
poparatus that one does 
find. 

How many of , our teache 
have ever seen let alone useu 
Window Ladders, Travelling 
Swedish Beams, Horizontal 
Ladders, Table Horses, 
Climbing Poles and guyed 
twin ropes to mention but a 
few of: the many items cur- 
rently lih use in other coun- 
tries ? If the truth were 
known the actual figure 
would probably be less than 
five per cent of the total 
number of teachers in Cana- 
da today. 

Yet every one of these 
items is familiar to the ma-

jority of European teachers 
and many — if not all — 
can be found in almost any 
school gym in any one of a 
dozen countries. 

Another classic example 
of our being ^behind the ti- 
mes' lies in the matter of 
standardisation. Olympic ap- 
paratus first came to Cana- 
da around 1958, some 10 
years after it has been ac- 
cepted in Europe, and even 
today one finds many tea- 
chers who have never heard 
of Olympic equipment, let it 
alone seen it. Yet such 
equipment is merely the ge- 
neral name given to stan- 
dard dimension Parallel 
Bars, Horizontal Bar, Pom- 
mel Horse, Rings, Balance 
Beam and Beat Board; the 
apparatus used in the com- 
petitive gymnastic events at 
the Olympic Games, Pan 
American Games, World 
Championships and all In- 
ternational competitions. 

Ideally, any teaching col- 
lege, such as Macdonald, 
should have a complete set 
of Olympic apparatus, plus 
examples of virtually aH 
other types of fixed and por- 
table equipment that could 
— and should — be found 
in schools across the coun- 
try. In short a teaching col- 
lege be completely equipped 
to fulfill its function of 
teaching and training 
instead of attempting to do 
so with inadequate and in- 
sufficient plant. 

With the emphasis that 
there is today on physical 
fitness for Canadians, it is 
obvious, that there is going 
to be a substantial increase 
in the number of new gym- 
nasia, new equipment and 
new teachers. Many of the 
latter will be asked to advise 
on what to install in their 
new gyms. Many will sug- 
gest only what they have 
used or seen during their 
training. Some will recom- 
mend items that take their 
fancy in a catalogue; others 
will become susceptable to 
the ideas and inducements 
of salesman; a few will ask 
for advice from competant 
. '^thorities. 

I should be in the inte- 
i t'sts of all teaching institu- 
tions to expose their stu- 
dents to as much practical 
experience as possible. This 
can only be accomplished by 
actually having the equip- 
ment available during the 
training sessions. No 
amount of theory can ever 
replace practicajl experience. 

Another factor that has 
long been overlooked, is that 
of development. The field of 
gymnasium equipment de- 
sign has been neglected com- 
pletely by our physical edu- 



cation authorities who have 
relied upon the ideas and 
products of other countries.' 
The size and number of clas- 
ses in todays schools, of ne- 
cessity, demands light, por- 
table equipment that can be 
easily and readily stored in 
a minimum of space, and 
can be used in quantity for 
maximum participation. Yet 
has there ever been a single 
instance of original design 
on the part of any Canadian 
teaching colleges ? If so, it 
has yet to be heard of. 

Some three years ago, 
Macdonald College had a set 
of antiquated Parallel Bars 
which were damaged or bro- 
ken. Recently those same 
bars were still in the same 
condition. Although today 
they ^ have their been 
repaired or are being re- 
placed, the fact that such a 
situation existed over a pe- 
riod of years speaks for it- 
self. 

Today, one finds a re- 
freshing new attitude : a de- 
sire for new and better 
equipment; a feeling that 
knowledge should be broa- 
dened and facilities im- 
proved. Let us hope that, 
one day, Macdonald will be 
able to boast of being the 
best equipped and the best 
teacher training college, not 
just in Canada, but in North 
America. It is encouraging 
to sense this new feeling 
that there actually is room 
for improvement, that here 
and there thought is being 
given to this problem, that
